Coffee County Commissioners approve qualifications 
list to begin advertising for new county administrator

Coffee County 
Commissioners found them- 
selves involved in a very 
lengthy meeting Monday morn- 
ing, April 23, as they decided to 
develop qualifications for hiring 
a new county administrator. 

Prior to discussing job qualifi- 
cations for an administrator, 
Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made a presentation regarding 
the cost of “buying out” the cur- 
rent contract of Wilson Mobley. 
During a previous meeting, 
commissioners : voted to place 
Mobley on administrative leave. 

“After reading through the 
motion for placing the adminis- 
trator (Mobley) on_ leave, -I 
thought I would do some 
research of how much we're 
going to pay to buy his con- 
tract,’ Brooks said. 

For the current fiscal year, 
Brooks said there are 12 remain- 
ing payrolls before Oct. 1, 2007. 
From Oct. 1, 2007 through April 
10/2008 (the end of Mobley’s 
contract), Brooks said there will 
be 15 payrolls. Together, he said 
the two time frames equal 
$88,540.80 in salary to be paid. 

' Additionally, Brooks said the 
county will be $6,773.38 for 
FICA, $900 for retirement (+/-) 
and $3,720 for insurance. 
Bringing the total cost of his 
administrative leave to 
$99,934.18, according to 
Brooks’ report. 

Also, at the end of Mobley’s 
contract, Commissioner Brooks 
said he will be paid for all of his 
accumulated annual leave and 
half of his accumulated sick 
leave.. He said’this equates to 
$41,712.90 for annual leave and 
$7,538.40 for sick leave for a 
total. of, $49,251.30. With an 
additional cost of $3,767.73 for 
FICA payments, Brooks said the 
cost of his leave time will eqy4 
$53,019.03.

farm risk management Act 


Farm Savings Accounts 
Would Help Farmers Better 
Manage Risk 


Congressman Terry Everett, 
R-Rehobeth, introduced the 
Farm Risk Management Act of 
2007 in the U.S. House Tuesday, 
The legislation would reduce the 
financial impact of disasters on 
local farmers by: allowing the 
creation of farm risk manage- 
ment accounts using both USDA 
and individual farmer contribu- 
tions. 

“We are séeing farmers lose 
their farms due to the unfortunate 
combination of increasingly 
harsh weather, rising operational 
costs and a federal crop insur- 
ance program that is too expen- 
sive to help many cover their 
losses,” said Rep, Everett, a sen- 
ior member of the House 
Agriculture Committee. 

The Farm Risk Management 
Act, which Rep. Everett first 
introduced in July of 2006, 
would allow farmers to insure 
their income by creating a 
whole-farm risk management 
program based on total revenues 
from their farming activities, not 
linked to the farmer's produc- 
tion of a particular commodity. 

Under» the Farm Risk 
Management Act, a farmer 
would deposit money into the 


the farmer's contribution in this 


tax-deferred, interest bearing 
account, rather than subsidize a 
portion of the crop insurance 
premium. for the’ farmer as is 
done presently. As a result, 
farmers ‘would effectively be 
self insured. 

The new risk management 
account would go beyond the 
scope of current crop insurance 
by allowing farmers to with- 
draw funds from their accounts 
to help offset any unforeseen 
farm expense including. high 
energy or fertilizer costs. 

“There is an immediate need 
for significant crop insurance 
reform that will better enable 
farmers to manage the unique 
risks involved in. agricultural 
production. As lawmakers mark 
up the 2007 Farm Bill reautho- 
rization, | hope my legislation 
will be considered and generate 
debate on alternatives to less 
effective, traditional crop insur- 
ance. 

“My approach could save the 
federal government money by 
eliminating the need for ad hoe 
disaster assistance,” Everett 
added. “Above all, it will give 
farmers greater flexibility to 
overcome weather and other 
uncontrollable factors that 
directly impact their business, 
and the ability to provide agde- 
quate, affordable food — for 
America’s tables,”

“I realize that their time might 
currently be viewed as being 
already taken up with other 
duties, but I believe you admin- 
istrator can eliminate some of 
the time-consuming aspects of 
their current procedures and put 
a more efficient system of 
accountability in place.” 

In her recommendations, 
Lolley suggested the current 
payroll clerk “should not have 
to receipt money or be involved 
with the general accounting sys- 
tem at any level other than pay- 
roll.” 

She said the clerks payroll 


‘duties are extensive and time 


consuming. If time becomes 
available, Lolley said’ the 
administrator can delegate other 
duties to this clerk. 

“I recommend the current 
payables clerk should not have 
to receipt money or be involved 
with the general accounting sys- 
tem at any level other than 
accounts payable,” Lolley said. 
“If she has any other available 
time, I recommend the adminisé- 
trator delegate duties in other 
areas of the commission office 
activities.” 

Furthermore, Lolley’s report 
to commissioners | indicated 
there had been no audit proce- 
dures performed during her con- 


_ sultant’s review. 


“Any suggestions for change | 
make to you will be made based 
on my experience in the fields 
of management, accounting and 
auditing - including my prior 
work experience with the coun-: 
ty commission,” Lolley said. “I 
am recommending not only that 
you add personnel but also that 
you change the duties and 
responsibilities of the current 
personnel. I. believe _ these 
changes. could be made and the 
transitions be relatively easy 
with the proper instruction and 
guidance of an experienced 
supervisor.”
